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{A) USE OF AUTOMATIC FIREARMS AND CERTAIN
BULLETS PEOHIEITEL. — A PERSON MAY NOT HUNT DEER 1IN
THE STATE WITH ANY AUTOMATIC FIREARM. FCR THE
PURPOSES OF THIS SUBSECTICN, AN AUTCOMATIC TFIREARM
MEANS A FIREARM DESIGNED TC FIBE, OR WHICH IS
MECHANICALLY ALTERED TO FIRE, TWO OR MORE SHCTS WITH
ONE CONTINUQOUS PRESSURE ON THE TRIGGER.

A PERSON MAY NOT USE FULL METAL-JACKETED,
INCENDIARY, COR TRACER BULLETS IN HUNTING DEER 1IN THE
STATE. HOWEVER, THE USE OF METAIL-JACKETETL BULLETS
DESIGNED TO FXPANTL ON IMPACT IS NOT PROHIBITED.

{B) HUNTING DEER WITH DOGS PROHIBITED. -~ A
PERSON MAY NOT TAKE A DOG INTO THE WOCDS OR PCSSESS OR
CONTEFECL A& ©DOG 1IN THE WOODS AND USE IT TO HUNT DEER.
IN ALL COUNTIES, EXCEPT BAITIMOCRE, HARFCRD, HOWARD,
MONTGOMERY, PRINCE GECRGE'S, SOMERSET, AND WORCESTER
COUNTIES, ANY NATURAL RESOURCES POLICE OFFICER, LAW
ENFORCEMENT OFFICER, OR ANY CTHER PERSON MAY KILL ANY
DOG FOUND PURSUING ANY DEER. 1IN CAROLINE, LCORCHESTER,
TALBCT, KENT, ANNE ARUNDEL, CECIL, CHARLES, GARRETT,
ST. MARY'S, QUEEN ANNE'S, FREDERICK, CARROLL, AND
CALVERT COUNTIES, DOGS THAT ARF ENGAGED IN FOX HUNTING
AND WHO HAVE BROKEN AWAY MAY NOT BE KILLED UNDER THIS
SUBSECTICN.

(C) HUNTING WITH SPOTLIGHTS PROHIBITED. -~ A
PERSON MAY NOT THROW OR CAST THE RAYS OF A SFPFOTLIGHT,
HEADLIGHT, ARTIFICIAL 1LIGHT, EATTERY, CR OTHER DEVICE
ON ANY HIGHWAY OR IN ANY FIELD, WOODLAND, OR FOREST
WHILE POSSESSING, OR HAVING UNDER CONTROL, A FIREARM
OR OTHER IFPLEMENT BY WHICH ANY DEER CCULD BE KILLED,
EVEN THOUGH THE DEER IS NCT SHOT AT, INJURED, OR
KILLED. THE PROVISICNS OF THIS SUBSECTION DO NOT
APPLY WHERE THE HEADLIGHT OF R MOTOR VEHICLE, OPERATED
BY ANY PERSON TRAVELING ON A HIGHWAY IN THE USUAL WAY,
CASTS A LIGHT UPON DEER ON OR ADJACENT TO THE HIGHWAY
AND THERE WAS NO ATTEMPT OR INTENT TO LCCATE THEM.

{D) PENALTY FCR HUNTING DEER WITH SPOTLIGHT. —
ANY PERSON WHO VICLATES ANY PROVISION OF SUBSECTION
(C) IS GUILTY OF R MISCEMEANOR AND UPON CONVICTION IS
SUBJECT TO A FINE OF AT LEAST $100 AND NOT EXCEEDING
$2,000 OR 1IMPRISONMENT FOR NOT LESS THAN 30 DAYS, OR
BOTH, WITH CCSTS IMPOSED 1IN THE DISCRETION OF THE
COURT. ANY PERSCN CCNVICTED OF VIOLATING THE
PROVISIONS OF THIS SUBSECTION SHALL HAVE HIS HUNTING
LICENSE REVOKED AND SHALL BE DENIED THE PRIVILEGE OF
HUNTING IN THE STATE FOR AT LEAST TWC AND NOT
EXCEEDING FIVE YEARS. 1IN ADDITION TO THESE PENALTIES,
